ef obſtruct any Gentlemans Coach in their Paſſage in any the Streets of this City, but give them full 
ſpace and freedom of Paſſage without the leaſt Diſturbance, Aﬀeront oz Injury to be offered to them, their 
Servants, Y2ozfes 02 Coaches. | | 

And allo that Tankard-Bearers, Poꝛters, and other Perſons laden with Burdens oz of inkerioꝛ Quality 
do fowbear to run againſt, juſtle oꝛ offer the leaſt uncivil Action to Perkons of better Quality, and that they 
do conſtantly give them place in their paſſage on foot thꝛough the Streets. 

And all Uagrants, Beggers and other idle and lewd Pertons are hereby enjoyned not to pzeſume to place 
themſelves in, oꝛ wander about any the Strects and publick Paſſages of this City. And all Conſtables and 
other Officers are hereby charged and required to intercept and appꝛehend all ſuch Zerlons, and deal with them 
acco2ding to the Lay in that behai?r.

well ordering of themſeives and giving due Obedience hereunto. 
And all Lerſons are to take notice, that the Obſervation hereof is ſtrictly required, And ail Offenders 
in any the particulars befoze-mentioned Wall ſuffer the utmoſt Penalties can be infliced upon them.
